Gulf  Crisis  Impacts  Gannon  Community 


It  is  hard  to  believe  that  this  past  academic  year  saw, 
yet  another  war  to  add  to  the  pages  of  history.  I  think  it 
was  the  biggest  "event"  to  hit  the  news,  since  the  Jim 
Bakker  scandal,  as  the  press  had  a  field  day.  Rumors  and 
panics  of  DRAFTS  began  spreading  like  cream  cheese. 

CNN  had  24-hour  coverage.  It  was  as  if  the  media 
could  not  wait  for  another  SCUD  missle  to  hit,  costing 
lives  or  injuries  in  the  hundreds. 

The  lead  stories  began  as  of  mid  October  (1990)  when 
more  than  200,000  U.S.  troops  had  been  deployed  to  Saudi 
Arabia  in  an  effort  to  begin  preparations  for  defending 


the  desert  kingdom  from  a  possible  Iraqi  attack.  Dozens 
of  MI-IP  tanks  and  M2  Bradley  armoured  infantry  fight- 
ing vehicles,  and  scores  more  of  heavy  support  vehicles, 
rolled  off  two  huge  transport  vessels  at  a  port  in  north- 
eastern Saudi  Arabia  making  their  way  north  into  the 
desert. 

Then  after  months  of  waiting  on  January  16,  1991  the 
first  missle  was  fired.  We  had  started  the  battle.  It  was  a 
surprise  attack. 

As  our  troops  were  over  fighting  in  the  Persian  Gulf, 
the  Gannon  campus  was  affected  in  a  diverse  amount  of
